$20 per ton, Saving this 18% acres 
for seed,. however, resulted in again 
of $19.11 per acre over the hay, in aa- 
dition to which the straw made vaiu- 
ible feed for the stock. 

No special machinery was_use@ in 
any way in handling the western rye 
grass for seed purposes. It was 
threshed with our Sawycr-Massey 
separator by slowing down the ma- 
chine, feeding slowly and allowing 
the seed to come out grain auger 
shaft instea¥, of allowing it to be 
elevated. In cleaning the seed the 
ordinary grain fanning mill was used 
without any special sieves. 

The above figures are interesting in
